There  were  two  areas  we  brought  to  your  attention  on  June  29.  The  first  involved  the 
rear  parking  lot  area  behind  the  Denny's  at  Sunset  & Van  Ness,  right  at  the  Sunset  off- 
ramp of  the  101  freeway.  We  are  working  with  the  council  office  and  the  office  of  State 
Senator  Kevin  DeLeon  to  encourage  CalTrans  to  install  fencing  and/or  lighting  to 
discourage  the  encampments  that  occur  there.  We  appreciate  your  willingness  to  look 
at  installing  materials  around  that  structure  that  would  discourage  sleeping  (ideally  a 
rock-type  material).
